" peétyras Sail fix the blame on these causes, and 
not ofthenaalves —fix the blame not on the mo- 
ral ages o has done wrong, but on those 
causes, through *vhich he has freely done wrong. 
‘This appears to 2e a very common error among 
real Christians, an, error-which works out an im- 
mense evil.» [t leacs them te criminate others and 
| excuse themselyes ; prevents that deep sense of 
— guilt, which <icy should ever feel, when a revi- 
 declixmg in their own hearts ; destroys in 
t measare their sense of individual respon- 
Py to exert that influence which would se- 
mre the continued progress of the work : conse- 
quently it prepares them for a rapid, insensible, 
but awful decline ! -

member should tremble. They should 
out the cause. With deep solicitude the

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; The truth is, that real Cirristians often tire and 
faint amid their deep anxieties, their agonizing 
rayers, and their exhausting efforts in revivals. 
fhey have so much selfishness and unbelief, that 
they often feel that the sacrifice demanded of 
them to secure the pregress of a révival is too 
great forthem to make; that the iosses which 
they shall sustain, will more tan coumtervail tne 
profits which shall acerue to themselves and 
others ; and therefore whatever they may szxy, 
whatever theirtheory may be, they do not prac- 
tically view the progress of the revival as desira- 
ble, under existing circumstances.. They there- 
fore readily suffer themselves to be enticed from 
the work by diverting influences ; yea, they even 
look at these influences as so many messengers 
of relief sent to summon them away from a_ser- 
vice, on which they entered with much joy, 
but in which they have now become wearv i— 
Hence they are extremely ready to believe that 
the revival will surely terminate through these 
diverting causes. They, therefore, with but lit- 
Ue compunction of conscience, settle down into 
a state of unconcern and inertness! The declen- 
sion goes rapidly on! They profess to be grie- 
ved that the revival is declining. But they feel 
not that grief which can awake their penitence, 
their faith, and their efforts. Their very confes- 
sions, and griefs, serve to hasten and to ‘perpetu- 
ate their guilty decline ! .R.

WHY DO WE NOT HAVE A REVIVAL? 


Is “the Lord’s hand shortened that he cannot 
save, or his‘ear heavy that he cannot hear?’ Al! 
evangelical Christians profess to be friends of 
genuine revivals of religion. They profess, like- 
wise, to believe that a genuine revival is the 
work of the Holy Spirit. Moreover, they pro- 
fess to believe all the promises of God’s Word. 
None of them, we believe, deny the importance 
of a deep, genuine work of grace upon the heart, 
both of saints and sinners. To these proposi- 
tions, we trust all the real friends of Christ will 
most cheerfully assent. Why, then, do we not 
have a revival? Is the blame on the part of 
God? He has said*that he “is more willing to 
give the Holy Spirit to such as ask him, than 
earthly parents are to give good gifts to their 
children.” ‘That “the eflectual fervent prayer 
of'a righteous man availeth much.” That he is 
* found of those who seek him, and nigh unto all 
who cali upon him.” That his set time to favor 
Zion, is, when her sons take pleasure in her 
stones and favor the dust thereof. 

Why then do we not have a revival? This is 
the point to which we wish to keep the attention 
of Christians imview of a few facts. 

There are itethe state of Ohio, according to 
the last returns to» the General Assembly, 192 
Presbyterian milffisters, and 22,150 communi- 
cants. ‘The Methcdist’senumber 91 ministers, 
and 36,064 communicants. The Baptists have 
140 ministers, and 8,801 communicants. In In- 
diana there are 21 Presbyterian ministers, and 
upivurde OheBegieumannscknte. . "There are in 
the state $4 Methouist preachers, and 13,794 
communicants. “Of ‘Baptists, there are 127 
preachers, and 6,513 commitnicants. In Ken- 
tucky, there are 5 Episcopal elergymen. Con- 
nected with the Presbyterian church, are 64 
clergymen, and 7,812 communicants. The Bap- 
tists have 289 ministers, and 27,500 communi- 
eants. The Methodists have 77 preachers, and 
25,935 members. In Tenriessee, there are 50 
Presbyterian minisiers, and 6,674 communicants. 
The Baptists have 130 ministers, and 8,953 com- 
municants. ‘The Methodists have 44 preachers, 
and 13,504 communicants. 

By the above examination, we find that there 
are, in the states of Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mind Indiana, $24 Presbyterian clergymen, and 
3%095 communicants. Why then; we ask, are 
there pot, at the present time, powerful revivals 
tn the4 resbyterian churches in the valley of the 
Mississippi? And why are there not revivals in 
the Episcopal, the Methodist, and the Baptist 
churches? It will be recollected, that the minis- 
ters and members of these several denominations 
profess to be friends of genuine revivals of reli- 
gion. That they protess to believe the promises 
of God. Why, then, do they not have a con- 
stant revival in their churches. 

In the Apostolic age, the Church at first con- 
sisted of only 12 ministers, and about 120 mem- 
bers. They had no wealth, no place to meet in 
but an upper chamber ; and yet in 50years they 
had preached the Gospel to almost every nation 
under heaven. How was this done? Simply by 
revivals of religion. Andgif@ever the world is 
converted to God, it°mt by revivals of re- 
ligion. ° 

Why, then, do we not have a powerful revival 
of religion pervading every part of the valley of 
the Mississippi? It is not for want of ministers, 
nor ministerial talent. It is not for want of pri- 
vate members of the Church. It is not tor want 
of wealth to support the ordinances of God’s 
house. Ministers to some extent, at least, are 
stationed in every part of the field. Members 
of the Churgh are found in almost every town. 
The Gospel is preached statedly in hundreds of 

laces. Why, then, do we not have a revival ? 

t is simply owing to the infidelity of both minis- 
ters and people. They do not believe God’s 
Word. In short, they do not expect a revival ; 
and we fear, in thousands of cases, they do not 
want a revival. Is it credible to suppose that if 
every minister did his duty faithfully, and every 
layman led a holy, prayerful life, that a revival 
of religion would not exist in every church? 
Show us a church where the minister is a hum- 
ble, holy, prayerful, and active man, and the peo- 
ple zealously engaged in religion, and we will 
show you a church that enjoys the springtide of 
a perpetual revival; and to which, additions are 
constantly made. But when “like people like 
priest,” the minister is worldly minded, or timo- 
rous and time serving, or contentious, or indo- 
lent, or constantly engaged in controversy, and 
the people love to have it so, and even imitate 
him in such unholy practices, such a church will 
ever feel the chill of spiritual winter, and the un- 
godly around will stumble over it into hell. 
Before powerful revivals will take place in our 
churches, there must be more holiness of heart 
and of life; more unreserved consecration of 
time, of talents, and of substance to the Lord. 
There must be more love for one another ; more 
love for the cause of Christ, and less for our own 
peculiar plans. Hot sectarianism, must give 
place to zeal for the honor of God and the salva- 
tion of men. e must learn that contention 
and strife, and malignant feelings, slander and 
uncharitableness, are looked upon with deep ab- 
horrence by God. ‘Phat the frown of his dis- 
pleasure, rests upon those who delight in weak- 
ening the hands of any who are striving with 
honest hearts, to honor Christ, and to save souls. 
When we have these things, and repent in deep- 
est humility and self loathing, then we may ex- 
pect qhat God Will bless our exertions with’ gen- 
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* MORAL DESERTS.” 
More than a year ago, we called attention to 
the.“ moral deserts” which exist in Vermont.— 
They are found in every county and in every 
town, and almost in every school district. e 
refer to those neighborhoods, families, tribes, or 
whatever they may be called, over which no 
Christian denomination, exerts any efficient, and 
wholesome and permanent influence. ‘They ex- 
lnbit the appearance of the descendants of pagan 
families, in which paganism has been dropped 
for many generations, whiie vital Christianity 
has never entered to take its place. ‘Their social 
intercourse is almost wholly with each other, and 
none of the ordinary means of moral and religi- 
ous improvement reach them. Every observing 
Christian, by thinking half an hour, will be able 
to call to mind many such families, constituting a 
distinct class in community. 
In this day of revivals, we wish to direct the 
attention of Christians specially to these “ moral 
deserts.” The spirit which now begins to pre- 
vail, and the means now in use, seem neculiarly 
7 { 
adapted to reach and penetrate them. We hope 
they will not be forgotten. Let them be visited. 
Let tracts be distributed among them. Let spe- 
cial pains be taken to get them out to “ pro- 
tracted meetings.” Let it be set down as set- 
tled, that they must be brought under the influ- 
ence of religion. If modes of influence now in 
operation fail let others be devised. Let the 
work be done.—Vermont Chronicle.

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REPLY TO SILVANUS. NO. I. 


Mr. Editor—Having read the thoughts of Sil- 


them. He tells us that there is a wonder work- 
ing “faith spoken of in the Word of God, de- 
nominated the faith of miracles.”—1 Cor. xiii, 2: 
* And though I have all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, and have not charity, I am no- 
thine.” 

Of this faith he says: “Which seems not neces- 
sarily to have been of a holy and purifying na- 
ture.” “ft necded a Divine impulse to give the 
faith requisite to work a miracle; but this faith 
could be exercised without charity, without any 
holiness of heart. Such a faith existed—by the 
strength of it miracles could be performed.” 

It has often been asserted that a faith of mira- 
cles, without holiness, and exercised by wicked 
men, did formerly exist, but | have never seen 
nor heard it proved. Paul did indeed say, 
* Though I have all faith, so that [could remove 
mountains, and have not charitv, | am nothine.” 
‘Fhis is“all the direet proof which Siivanus has 
attempted to bring, that a faith of nrivattes with- 


The fact that Balaam and other wicked men, 
did, on three or four extra occasions, foretell fu- 
ture events, furnishes no proof that wicked men 
ever had or exercised a faith of miracles; and 
the quotation just made from Paul does not prove 
the fact. Paul’s reasoning, in this-text, was hy- 
pothetical; that is, he reasoned on supposition ; 
for he supposed a case which did not exist. 

But it may be asked, would Paul have suppo- 
sed a case, if’ sucha case did not exist? Answer 
—he did so on other subjects, saying, “ If there 
be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not 
risen; and if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also vain—vye 
are yet in your sins.”—1 Cor. xv. 13, 14, 17. 
For any thing contained in Paul’s statement and 
reasoning on the subject, such a faith might or 
might not exist: the supposition of a fact, does 
nothing to prove that such a fact ever did or 
ever will exist. This every body knows; for 
hypothetical reasoning, is exceedingly common 
among all classes of men. 

Though Silvanus has not done it, others may 


faith of miracles, by Matt. vii. 22. “ Many will 
say unto me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we 
not prophesied in thy name? and in thy name 
cast out devils? and in thy name done many 
wonderful works?” ~Answer—they who will say, 
we cast out devils, &c. in thy name, bring no 
proof that what they say is true; and Jesus will 
deny that they ever did any such thing in his 
name, by saying (verse 23,) “I never knew you.” 
Could they do such a thing as to work a miracle 
in his name, and he never know them? As he 
disclaims all acquaintance and all connexion with 
them, in doing this he denies that they ever did 
work miracles or do any thing else in his name. 
This, and the parallel Scriptures, furnish no 
proof that unrenewed men ever did exercise the 
faith of miracles: it may prove that they attempt- 
ed forgery, like the seven sons of Sceva, to whom 
the devil could say “ Who are ye ?” 

Some have supposed that the faith of miracles 
with holiness, and exercised by wicked men, did 
once exist, because Jesus commissioned the 
twelve Apostles to work miracles, when one of 
them was a devil, that is, Judas. Answer— 
whether Judas did, or did not, fulfil his commis- 
sion, does not appear from the sacred records. 
Nothing, therefore, in the case of Judas, goes to 
prove that a wicked man ever had the faith of 
miracles. That sinners, unrenewed men, can- 
not work miracles, is the ground taken by the 
man born blind; and his argument was too 
strong for the Pharisees. He said, “ We know 
that God heareth not sinners: if this man were 
not of God, he could do nothing.” To this the 
Pharisees found no reply save that which consist- 
ed in railing and excommunication: and it is the 
common sense of mankind, and accords with the 
common sense of Scripture, that God does not 
hear sinners—that no man can work miracles, if 
ne be not of God; but no man is of God, if he 
have not the faith that works by love. 

But, did not the magicians of Eeypt work mi- 
racles? Answer—the -Bible does not say they 
did. That says, “ The magicians of Egypt did 
so with their enchantments.” But, on the sup- 
position that they did work miracles, they, did 
not perform them by faith—certainly not by tmv 
faith in God. ‘They did not pretend to do what 
they did by the power of God. When they 
could imitate or mimic the miracles wrought by 
Moses and Aaron, no longer, “then the magi- 
cians said unto Pharaoh, this is the finger of 
God.” —Exod. viii. 19. This was a direct ac- 
knowledgment that they did what they did by a 
something called “enchantment,” not by the 
“ finger, spirit, nor power of the Lord.” Here, 
then, is no proof that wicked men ever had the 
faith of miracles. 

If the Bible furnish proof that the faith of mi- 
racles is a thing distant from the faith that works 
by love, and independent of it—if the Bible fur- 
nish proof that wicked men ever exercised such 
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presented it, and I know of no one that has. To 
issume such ground without evidence, is to beg 
che question. This will not do. The question 
mm debate, is one of Very great practical impor- 
taneé—if js the prayer of faith—the only prayer 
whiten Gbd ‘approves, and assuniption and pre- 
sumption will not answer for proof; we must 
bave facts, or “thus saith the Lord,” because 
Psouls are at stake, eternal interests hang suspend- 
ed on the “the prayer of faith;” for inspiration 
has declared that sins shall be forgiven in answer 
to that prayer.—James v.15. If the prayer of 
faith can procure or obtain the pardon of 
sins, it is of infinite consequence tg me and 
to others, that we understand and practice 
that prayer. Thisis the mighty reason why no- 
thing but postive proof can be admitted in the 
decision of the all important question, “ what is 
the prayer of faith?” 

Now Silvanus assumes it asa fact, that an un- 
holy faith of miracles—a faith of rairacles, desti- 
tute of charity, did once exist; but he has not 
proved the fact. On this assumption, no incon- 
bsiderable share of his following argumentation is 
based. Much of his reasoning, therefore, has no 
foundation in fact, but rests on the assumption 
of the truth of a proposition, which truth has not 
been made to appear. Yet by this method 
—this mere presumption, he attempts to under- 
mine the-doctrine of the prayer of faith, as taught 
expressiy by the Holy Spirit, and in the very 
words of Jesus Christ. This will not do: we 
must have proof, clear and strong as the voice of 
Him that cannot lie; for pardon and salvation 
are no trifles. 

Between this supposed faith of miracles, un- 
connected with love and holiness, “and that faith 
without which we cannot make acceptable 
prayer,” Silvanus wishes us to make a distine- 
tion; and this distinction he wishes to impress 
upon our minds. Why all this? Why make a 
distinction where God has made none? ‘And why 
‘mpress upon our minds a distinction, the exist- 
ence of which is not yet proved. 

Silvanus thinks we are in danger of substitu- 
ting this “ graceless faith,” or one much like it, 
for “ the faith of God’s elect.” He thinks that 
this Is one of “satan’s devices.’ Though he 
does not think “all those who advocate the sen- 
timent, that a confident belief we shall receive 
the identical favor we ask, is necessary to an ac- 
ceptable entrance on the duty of prayer, are either 
destitute of purifying faith, or design to recom- 
mend to others a faith, which requires no love to 
God or submission to his will,” yet he insinuates, 
as this quotation from him shows, that their doc- 
trine leads to such “a counterfeit faith of mira- 
eles.” Why not make true assertions, and bold- 
ly, like a good soldier, and bring forth proof as 
“* strong as holy writ ?” 

Says Silvanus, “That faith, the fallacy of 
which I would expose, may fitly be termed the 
faith of presumption, and not the faith of confi- 
dence; it is a faith which Satan may give.” 
Let the reader remember that this faith is sup- 
posed by Silvanus, to grow out of the doctrine of 
those who contend that the prayer of faith will 
procure the identical blessing for which it pleads, 
because it pleads the promise of God, by the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and in the name of Jesus. 

But is it presumption to rely with a heart full 
of love to God and man on the truth of Jesus 
Christ, and by the Holy Spirit, plead his pro- 
mises ? 

“ The faith of presumption,” if we are guilty 

of it, or if We encouragé it; why not tell us so in 
Pdirect teres ard then prove it? “The faith of 
presumption” is indirectly charged on_ those, 
who believe and teach that “ prayer of faith” 
will bring the specific blessing sought in Jesus’ 
name; but they who have advocated this speci- 
fic prayer of faith through the medium of the 
Evangelist, contend for no “faith of presump- 
tion.” They have defined and told expressly 
what they meant. They have insisted on holy 
faith, without which we cannot please God— 
“faith that worketh by love,” and no other. 
They have strenuously maintained that it is the 
immediate fruit of the Spirit, the Holy Spirit. 
They have taught that, as “no man can say 
that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost,” 
so no man can pray in faith, the faith that brings 
the very thing we ask, but by the Holy Spirit. 
* Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: 
for we know not what we should pray for as we 
ought; but the spirit itself maketh intercession 
for us with groanings which cannot be uttered: 
and he that searcheth the hearts, knoweth what 
is the mind of the spirit, because he maketh in- 
tercession for the saints according to the will of 
God.”. This is good authority; in it they be- 
lieve—and on this authority they preach and 
practice. They insist on being “led by the Spi- 
rit,” Without which we cannot be “the sons of 

od. 

These things they have proclaimed from the 
pulpit and the press, again and again; but some 
of their opposers seem willing to forget it, and to 
insinuate that the faith for which thev contend 
may be given by satan. 

It is also hinted that they exalt faith to the 
disadvantage of repentance, humility, and other 
graces which are needful to true and acceptable 
prayer; but they who aver, who have proclaim- 
ed through the Evangelist, that prayer of faith 
brings the particular blessing sought, have done 
no such thing. We all agree that repentance, 
humility, love, &c. are indispensable to accepta- 
ble prayer. The primary, perhaps the only 
point in debate, is faith; and when discussing 
this, why bring in every thing else? To bring 
in those other things, is not meeting the grand 
question ; it has, at least, the appearance of at- 
tempting to hide the naked truth, of darkening 
* counsel by words without knowledge.” 


Concerning that prayer of faith which will 
obtain the very thing we ask; we bring a “ thus 
saith the Lord,” we cite his very words, and ma- 
ny of them. They are definite, explicit, directly 
in point, and positive. The experience of many 
ages has proved them literally true. Experience 
has tested their literal truth, from the days of 
Abraham, at least, to the present time. 

But suppose there be professors, and thou- 
sands of them, and even ministers, and many of 
them too, who do not understand this doctrine 
of the prayer of faith; will their ignorance, and 
their inexperience, prove the doctrine false? 
Will their destitution of knowledge and experi- 
ence concerning the doctrine, prove that there is 
no such thing, when the Bible is full of it? when 
an untold myjtitude have lived, and died, and 
gone to heaven, in the belief, experience, and 
practice of it?” As well might Nicodemus say 
to Jesus, “ How can these things be?” The 
Jewish senate might say as well, “ Have any 
of the rulers, or of the Pharisees, believed on 
him °” 

* A faith of presumption!” We rest the doc- 
trine, that prayer of faith will procure that which 
is asked in Jesus’ name, on nothing less than an 
oft repeated promise of the Lerd Jehovah, as de- 
finite, and as applicable, and as extensive as the 
promise of salvation to him that believeth in Je- 
sus Christ. We rest it on no meaner foundation 
than the whole perfection and character of Him, 
whose going forth is of old, even from everlast- 
ing. Let our opposers do as much, if the Bible 
furnish the means. But Silvanus says, “ We do 
not say that we have not a right to pray, even 
to importunity, for such blessings as are not spe- 
cified in the promises; but, in all such cases, 
there is a call for submission.” Answer—this 
strongly implies, that if the very item for which 
we pray be not specified, or called by name in: 





~\ 


the Book of God, we have no promise to plead 
when praying for it. It implies, and strongly, 
that we must pray without any assurance, with- 
out any confidence. It implies the doctrine that 
we must leave tHe subject of prayer in absolute 
uncertainty, ia-total suspense. 

This may be called Bible making; for it di- 
rectly contradicts the Lord Jesus Christ, who said, 
‘All things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive. Whatsoever ye shall 
ask in my name, that will I do: if ye shall ask any 
thing in my name, I will do it. If ye abide in me, 
and my words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. 
you shall agree on earth, as touching any thing 


my Father which is in heaven.” 

Submission, in theory, may mean what specu- 
lators please to make it; but submission, in prac- 
tice, is actual obedience; none ever submits 
heartily, any farther than he obeys: and he that 
obeys God in prayer, will pray in the spirit—in 
the name of Jesus, calling him “ Lord, by the 
Holy Ghost.” He will expect the very blessing 
which he asks, being commanded so to do: and 
if God be true, he will receive it, because He 
that is higher than the highest, has said express- 
ly, “ It shall be done.” o & 

But Silvanus says, “ When I ask for blessings 
which are not explicitly promised, I do not know 
how to set out, with an assured faith, that J shall 
receive them. I cannot see on what I can 
ground such a faith.” Answer— Be filled with 
the Spirit”—this will furnish sight; be “led by 
the Spirit”—this will keep allright: and let faith 
and petition be grounded on the promises of Je- 
sus, which are as broad as “ whatsoever,” as 
‘any thing,” and as specifically definite as the 
word “thai.” Do this, and the difficulty will 
vanish. Refuse to do it, and unbelief may fill 
the soul with darkness. 

* Paul,” says our author, “did not see the sal- 
vation of all those Israelites, concerning whom 
he could say, with the utmost sincerity, that it 
was his heart’s desire and prayer to God that 
they might be saved.” Answer—-this is not yet 
proved. But Silvanus adds, “ How then shall 
we find a foundation on which to rest a belief, 
that the particular blessings we pray for, which 
are not secured hy any Divine promise, will be 
granted us.” Answer—shall such far fetched 
argumentations,—such undigested animadver- 
sions, and such a train of circumlocutions, under- 
mine the explicit promises of God? Shall they 
outweigh or overturn the word of Him that 
cannot lie? 

“Not secured by any divine promise.” 
this mean any thing in relation to the question 
before us, it must mean a blessing not specified, 
or called by name, in any promise; for there are 
repeated promises, which are so broad as to se- 
cure all things, and every thing, which is asked 
in the name of Jesus and by the spirit of the 
Lord. 


all the Israelites of his own time, and for whom 
he was concerned? It is equally true that he 
did not believe in the salvation of them all, for 
he himself pronounced their dooms and Jesus 
Christ had done it before him. It has not yet 
been shown that the answer which he received 
was unequal to his faith : and if it were not, then 
the objection proves nothing, just nothing against 
the doctrine, that they who pray in faith, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, shall receive the very 
thing, or things, they ask. 

“Here let me ask,” says Silvanus, “ whether 
the prayer of faith which is required of us, is 
such a mysterious thing that but few can under- 
stand it?” Answer—no: neither is regeneration, 
repentance, nor love to God, “so mysterious that 
but few ean understand it;” vet no man ever did 
understand any of these things, but by experi- 
ence. It is just so with faith that works by love, 
and with the prayer of faith. ‘They are experi- 
mental things, produced and exercised by the 
teaching and moving of the Holy Ghost; and 
no one can understand them but by experience. 
If it be true that but few understand this doctrine 
of the prayer of faith, it is also true that but few 
understand the doctrine of salvation by Jesus 
Christ; and the fact that few understand it, 
proves nothing against the doctrine, nothing 
against its truth.

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THOUGHTS ON THE MORAL GOVERNMENT OF GOD. 


NO. Ul. 


Mr. Editor—God has shown in the precept 
of his law, that -he desired the happiness of his 
creatures. But he could never show by it, the 
strength of his desire. This could only be shown 
by the penalty he attached to the law. This is 
evident, because a penalty is the valuation of the 
aw to which it is attached. For if a person 
breaks a law, when he has suffered the penalty, 
he stands as fair in the view of that law, as 
though he had never broken it. Then, if obedi- 
ence to the law of God is the only source of hap- 
piness, God, in annexing a penalty to the law, 
has most certainly shown, in that penalty, how 
highly he values the happiness of his creatures. 
It is disobedience to thislaw that constitutes sin ; 
* for sin is the transgression of the law.” 1 John, 
ili. 4. Sin does not consist in the external act, 
but in the intention which lead to it, and is al- 
ways an abuse of the power of choice. Suppose 
I stab a man to the heart, I break the law which 
prohibits murder. This act makes me a sinner 
in the view of that law. But where does the 
guilt fasten itself? No one thinks of calling the 
Weapon asmurderer. Nor is there any guilt in 
the hand, or arm, which held the weapon. But 
we always trace it hack to the choice of the :nind. 
Ifthe weapon had been forced with my hand, 
and that compelled to plunge the weapon into 
the man, against my will, no one would think of 
calling me a murderer. Or if in performing a 
surgical operation, [should contrary to my inten- 
tion, take the life of the man, I could not be look- 
ed upon as a murderer; I might feel sorrow, but 
L could not feel guilt. So we see, the guilt ofsin 
is in the choice of the mind, without any refe- 
rence to the external act, only as it exhibits this 
choice. And we farther see, that in the very na- 
ture of things, there can be no sin without this 
power of choice. Were it not for this, we could 
not be accountable beings. ‘The word, and pro- 
vidence of God, and universal experience, bear 
their united testimony to the fact, that mind can 
be swayed only by motives. It is as absurd to 
apply physical power to sway mind, except in a 
way to operate as 2 motive, as it would be to pre- 
sent motive to a fire that was consuming a build- 
ing. This may be seen by a simple illustration : 
{see achild pleased with the appearance of fire, 
and being unacquainted with its effects, it exerts 
itsclf with all its might to get hold of it. I im- 
mediately seize hold of the child and pull it back. 
Now if this does not operate as a motive on the 
mind of the child, it will not change it ; but the 
moment I let go the child, it will spring again 
the fire, and almighty power could not give me 
any more power over this mind, any farther than 
it enabled me to create motives to present to it. 
The feelings of this child must remain the same 
towards the fire, till they are changed by a coun- 
teracting motive. ‘This peculiarity of mind, God 
himselfhas constituted, and if he influences it in 
any other way, he tramples on the laws himself 
has established, and pours contempt upon his 
own wisdom. If then it can be made to appear, 
that God has presented the strongest motives 
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to keep them from sin, without producing this ef- 
fect, the conclusion is plain aaa inevitable, that 
he could not keep it out of his moral system. Let 
us sce what motives God has presented. And 
first, the law ital simple, easy to be understood, 
the reasonableness of it seen ata glance, and sa- 
lutary in its effects. Now when a parent pre- 
Sents to a child a law like this, is it not easy to 
see that the law itself is no small motive to obedi- 
ence? "Fo this God has added obligation. No 
one cati break his law without making himself’ 
most shamefully ungrateful, by abusing his kind- 
est and best friend. And to this God has added 
a penalty, dreadful beyond conception. We 
have a very prominent exhibitien of these ‘mo- 
tives, under the Gospel dispensation. Let any 
one, in view of all these motives, answer the in- 
quiry God himself has made, Isaiah v. 4, “ What 
could have been done more to my vineyard, that 
I have not done in it; wherefore, when I looked 
that it should bring forth grapes, brought it forth 
wild grapes ?” Now to make it appear, that God 
could have kept sin out of his system, it will be 
necessary to prove one of two things, either 
that he can sway mind by some other way 
than by motive, or that he could have presented 
stronger motives. And bare assertion will not 
do against such a mass of evidence. It does 
seem to me, that this view of the government of 
God gives peculiar force to the precepts, promi- 
ses, and threatenings of the Bible. And it wilt 
certainly add to their force, if it can be made to 
appear, that sin does not, in any sense, add to 
the happiness of the universe. I am.aware that 
this view gives a different shade to many of the 
commonly received sentiments of our church, but 
it ill becomes us of the 19th century,-to settle 
down contentedly upon the opinions of the fa- 
thers, without examination. And we ought to. 
be ready, and willing to receive the truth where- 
ever wefind it. | ‘THEoruiLs.

THOUGHTS ON PRAYER.—NO. VI. 

Mr. Editor—Will you indulge me in summing: 
up my thoughts on praver? In doing this, F hope 
to prevent such a perversion of my sentiments, 
as would tend to damp the ardor of those who 
pray in the Holy Ghost. My sentiments on this 
subject, are summarily these. 

1. That prayer is designed not only to honor 
God, and directly promote the spiritual improve- 
ment and enjoyment of those who pray 3; but is 
as real a means of obtaining needed blessings, as 
other means which are used in the kingdom of 
grace or of nature. 

2. Since prayer is a means of a peculiar kind, 
by which we seek to move the mind of the om- 
niscieat and Holy One, a holy and disinterested 
character is essential to its efficacy. Where this 
is wanting, ‘there is nothing which, in God’s ac- 
count is worthy to be called prayer. The fer- 
vency with which it is offered, the numbers asso- 
ciated, the protraction of the service, the conti- 
dence of being heard; or all these combined, 
avail nothing, if the heart be not right with 
God. 

3. In a heart right with God,—a heart pre- 
pared to pour forth acceptable prayer, the graces 
of the spirit all exist. ‘There is no acceptable 
prayer without humility, repentance, and a spirit 
of forgiveness. Nor is submission less necessary 
than the graces already meutioned ; or than faii, 
without which we eannot please God,, or even 
eome unto him. Just so far as aby one is dis- 
posed to say to God, Not thy sill, but mine be 
done, he is disqualified for prayer. 

4. In consistenee with perfect submission, pro 
mised blessings may be asked for, with a full beliet’ 
that they will not be withheld. Here the hum- 
blest child of God may say to his Almighty Fa- 
ther, “I will not let thee go, except thou bless 
me.? ‘Remember the word unto thy servant, 
upon which thou hast caused me to hope.” 

5. Prayer for ones own salvation, together 
with all that grace which is needed to accom- 
plish it, has the promise of a gracious answer. 
This is a petition which can be consistently an- 
swered im no other way, except in giving the 
very thing which is requested. They who ask 
the bread of life will receive it. They who ask 
for the Holy Spirit, will receive the Holy Spirit. 
Without breaking his covenant, God may give 
his saints different means of sanctification from 
those they ask for; but if they ask to be sanc- 
tified, he will grant their request, and by some 
means accomplish the thing; for this is the de- 
clared will of God concerning them, even their 
sanctification. 

6. Petitions for the perpetuity and enlarge- 
ment of the Church, always avail to promote the 
object sought, though they may not always be 
answered in our lifetime. The prayer of David, 
that the whole earth might be filled with the glo- 
ry of the God of Israel, though it was made 
nearly three thousand years ago, will, neverthe- 
less, help to introduce the glorious Millenium. 
Psal. Ixxii. 19. All Zion’s prayers will eventually 
be answered in Zion’s prosperity. 

7. There is much in the Scriptures to encou- 
rage us to believe, that holy, wrestling prayer, 
for the revival of religion, when it is persevered 
in, and especially when there is a union in such 
prayer, will speedily be answered. When the 
spirit of prayer revives in any particular Church, 
and becomes so general as to extend to all the 
praying characters in it, there is every reason to 
expect such a special effusion of the spirit as 
shall increase them with men as a flock. Ezek. 
xxxvi. 37; Acts i. 14. To be without an awaken- 
ing in the congregation indicates the want of a 
revival—the want of a spirit of prayer in the 
church. “As soon as Zion travailed, she brought 
forth her children.” 

8. Particular blessings are obtained by prayer, 
and commonly by prayer for those blessings in 
particular. ‘In every thing by prayer and sup- 
plication, let your requests be made known te 
God.” Hannah%btained a son by asking for a 
son. David got the counsel of Ahithophel de- 
feated by a petition in relation to this very thing. 
Peter was delivered from prison in answer to the 
prayer of the Church, which was made without 
ceasing, unto God for him. They not only pray- 
ed for Zion’s prosperity, but that her prosperity 
might be promoted by the deliverance of their 
dear apostle. We may expect that God will 
grant his children the very things they ask, 
whenever he can do it consistently. He is « 
kind Father, and is very willing to gratily thera 
in every particular, as far as he can. — The pro- 
per way, therefore, to obtain any particular gift, 
is to ask for it, and if it be not presently granted, 
we should still ask for it. ‘Fhe weakness of our 
faith is evident, by our being driven from the 
throne of grace by a seeming denial. Did not 
the Savior speak a parable to this end, that mei: 
ought always to pray and not to faint? When 
the thing we ask in prayer, is not only in itse!: 
lawful, but such a thing as it is our duty to plead. 
for, we should imitate the importunate widow, 
who seemed to be determined to ‘urge her plea, 
until it should become prevalent. 

There is no doubt, that importunity in prayer 
has obtained many a blessing, which otherwise 
had been lost. By persevering in their supplica- 
tions, husbands and wives have sometimes pre- 
vailed with God to give them, in their pariners, 
fellow heirs of the grace of life. In this way 
have praying parents been successful in rescuing 
a child from destruction. Often, no doubt, have 
the prayers of some wrestling Jacob been an- 
swered in the conversion of a particular neigh- 
bor, or neighbors, for whose conversion he ha

many times poured out his heart hefore God. 





§ St is far from being wish of the writer of 
“these numbers, to discourage the offering of pe- 
litions for particular persons, or for the procure- 
ment of particular blessings: nor inthe least de- 
gret to check the ardor er importunity of such 
petitions, provided they be of a right character. 

In a former number I have shown, that as God 
gave David a desire to build the temple, when 
he did not design he should build it, so he may 
for wise reasons, sometimes stir up his children 
to ask for blessings which be never designs to 
hestow. Yet whenever God has any particular 
blessings to bestow, it is usual for him to give 
his children a heart to askforghem. He prepares 
their heart to pray, anc the uses his ear to 
hear their prayer. When We have evidence, 
iromethe character of our prayers, that it is God 
hiniself who is preparing us to pray, and who is 
holding us up before the mercy seat, it is calcu- 
lated 10 inspire a hope that he will answer our 
requests. But unless there be some promise 
given, by which we can claim the specific thing 
we #8k, we cannot know with certainty that we 
shall receive it. In such a case we still have this 
privilege, that. we may repeat our petitions and 
fillour mouth with arguments, with a perfect as- 
surance that a prayer-hearing God will listen to 
all we say—give our arguments their due weight, 
and if consistent with his glory and our good, 
bestow the very favor we desire of him. 

As I-began, so I close, by requesting the’ 
prayers of my brethren; that my views on this 
interesting subject may be scriptural and clear, 
and that my own prayers may be holy and pre- 
valent. While I have been writing for the in- 
struction of the readers of the Evangelist, I have 
not forgotten to intercede for them. May all the 
readers of this periodical be praying characters. 
May they by their prayers, do much to glorify 
God, and promote the spiritual improvement of 
their own’ minds; and much for the conversion 
of a world lying in wickedness.

CAUTIONS TO CHRISTIANS IN A REVIVAL. 
NO. XII. 


It is high time that you become more. devoted to 
the work. 


Christians who are in some measure awakened 
to revival effort, but are conscious that they are 
not fully so, often persuade themselves that they. 
shall soon be thoroughly awake. Such persons 
from week to week, and from month to month, 
flatter. themselves with the hope of future amend- 
ment, until they gradually lose the interest felt, 
and then they relapse into spiritual apathy and 
indolence. 

Instead of awaking immediately to duty, when 
ihey feel the pressure of its claims, they resolve 
that they will at some future time become faith- 
ful, and this exerts on them a peculiarly unhap- 
py influence. 

1. It destroys their sense of blame. 

The stgte of feeling which I have described, 
implies a consciousness of blame. It produces 
unhappiness. But when they resolve that they 
will soon do their duty, will soon be revived, 
they in a measure satisfy their conscience that 
they are now doing what they can towards a 
full and faithful discharge of duty. 

2, This prevents that purpose and effort which 
are indispensably necessary to their being tho- 
roughly revived. : 

So long as they resolve to be revived at some 
future time, they will never be revived now. 
They will neither form the resolution, nor put 
forth the effort that is necessary in order to. be 
immediately revived. As their resolutions con- 
tinually look forward to a future period, so they 
will continually defer their present duty. It is 
utterly impossible to perform it now under the 
influence of such a resolution. 

3. This is calculated to prevent their being 
ihoroughly-revived in future. ; 

It prevents this by constantly Icading them to 
résolve on future obedience, which oecasions a 
constant delay of present duty. It also prevents 
them from making a thorough resolution after- 
wards. They are deceived, and do not discri- 
minate in regard to the nature of the resolutions 
which they form. And as all their resolutions 
have proved ineffectual, they endeavor to per- 
suade themselves that all future resolutions will 
prove equally so. When, therefore, they are 
pressed up to the duty of entering immediately 
into the revival, as they feel that they ought, and 
are airged to furm the appropriate resolution, 
they immediately reply: ‘“ We have made so 
many resolutions that we dare not make any 
more.” ‘The resolutions which they had broken, 
were insincere; they could never from their ve- 
yy nature and influence produce present obedi- 
ence. Their legitimate influence is to produce 
delay. But it does not follow, thst a full, hearty 
promise that they would now do their duty, would 
also prove ineffectual. 


4. Such should therefore enter into the work 
without delay. 

By dclay they will become less prepared. 
They will never enter fully into the work, until 
they form the full determination that they will 
do it immediately, and without delay follow up 
this resolution, by putting forth the correspond- 
ing effort. When they do this, they will be re- 
vived. How important, then, that they do it 
without delay. in important that they obey 
the dictates of conscience, and the call of Christ. 
While they delay, their state is growing worse ; 
Christ is defrauded; their own happiness and 
usefulness prevented ; impenitent souls neglect- 
ed, and themselves in the way of the revival. 
Oh Christians! if this is your state, flee from it 
Without delay, lest sinners stumble over you into 
perdition, leanness enter into your own souls— 
yea, lest the withering curse of Christ rest upon 
you, and you be blasted, and barren for years, if 
you do not even prove to be “ twice dead and 
plucked up by the roots!”

LPrrers on A PUBLIC PROFESSION OF RELIGION, 
Addressed to a Friend, who has long indulged a 
secret hope.—LETTER Xt. 

Dear Friend—To all those solemn considera- 
tions which bind the Christian to make a public 
profession of religion, you may perhaps reply, I 
am afraid I shall dishonor the cause of Christ by 
not living consistently with my profession! Do 

ou really fear this? Then your duty is plain. 

ou are under immediate obligations to manifest 
your love to that cause for which you indulge so 
much solicitude. You are just the person who 
ought, without delay, to make a public profes- 
sion of religion. If you have no fear of dishonor- 
ing the cause of Christ, you would furnisl very 
little evidence of sincere attachment to it. But 
perhaps your fear of dishonoring this worthy 
cause, may not be altogether as hearty and sin- 
cere as you imagine. If you were really afraid 
of dishonoring it, one would suppose that vou 
would not hesitate to espouse it, and do all in 
your power to promote itsadvancement. Afraid 
you shall dishonor the cause of Christ! You are 
already dishonoring it. How much honor would 
it receive from the whole human race, were all 
Christians to live as vou have hitherto done? If 
your fears are hypocritical, you have, of course, 
no part or lot in this matter. If they are real, 
they show a sincere regard for the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and are, therefore, groundless. But, 
though groundless in this case, they are never- 
theless criminal. Your simple inquiry should be, 
what is duty? and leave consequences with your 
Master. If you wish to honor him, obey his 
commands, *andstrust his promises. His com- 
mands are, “Come out from the world; let your 
light shine before men3 this do in remembrance 
of me.” His promises are, “ My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee; fear thou not.for I am with thee, 
be not dismayed for I am thy God; I will 
strengthen thee, yea I will help thee—yea I will 
uphold thee with the right hand of my righteous- 
ness.” So long as there is a throne of grace, an 
almighty and compassionate Savior in whose 
name we may approach that throne, and the ve- 
racity of the unchangeable Jehovah to assure us 
that we shall not approach in vain, nothing can 
be nore inexcusable than the neglect of one du- 
ty through fear of neglecting others. Dismiss 
these unwarrantable apprehensions, and be as- 
sured that if you really desire to honor the cause 
of Christ, the only way in which you can do it is, 
the way of his own appointment. In this way 
you may reasonably hope for Divine assistance ; 
while to expect such assistance in any other 
way, is nothing less than daring presumption. 
Attend to every known duty, and you may rea- 
sonably hope that God will not suffer you to dis- 
honor his cause. Neglect, habitually, any one 
duty, and you have not the smallest security 
against the neglect of all others. Remember 
that you are already dishonoring the cause of 
Christ, and that the course which you are now 
pursuing, must be wrong. If you are a Chris- 
tian, you are living in the constant violation of 
one of the plainest commands of your Master ; if 
vou are not one, you are suspending your eternal 
interests upon a hope that is no better than a 
spider’s web. Your case, therefore, demands 
your immediate and solemn attention. Beware 
of delay. If you have a hope that you venture 
to rest upon, it should bring you to the Lord’s 
Table; and if, afier careful examination, it fails 
to bring you there, part with it at once—for a 
hope that does not result from the sincere desire 
to know and do the whole will of God, is not the 
hope of Apostles and Martyrs. Crispus.

DIRECTIONS TO PERSONS 

JUST COMMENCING A RELIGIOUS LIFE. 
This little pamphlet, published at New Haven, by A. H. 
Maltby, we have read with much interest. We think it 
may be profitably inserted in our Converts Department. 
1. Remember that the commencement of the 
Christian life is to be like the “ dawning light, 
which increaseth more and more to the perfect 
day.” ‘Therefore, when the hope of peace and 
pardon dawns in the heart, do not consider the 
great business of life as accomplished, but only as 
begun. ? 
2. Do not expect so sudden and remarkable a 
change, as to leave no doubt of its reality. Did 
religion enter the soul in perfection, and to the 
entire exclusion of sin, the change would be so 
marked and obvious as to leave no room for 
doubt. But usually, the Christian character is 
full of contrarieties. There is a perpetual strug- 
gle between good and evil, and thus a continual 
competition of evidence for and against, accord- 
ing as the good or evil prevails. 
3. Evidence of piety is not so much to be 
sought in high emotions of any kind, as in real 
humility—self distrust—hungering and thirsting 
after righteousness--sorrow for sin, and a contin- 
ual effort, in every day life, to regulate our 
thoughts, feelings, and coyduct by the Word of 
God. It is the nature and not the degree of our 
affections which is to be regarded in the exa- 
mination of our evidences. Some persons are so 
constituted, that they are not susceptible of very 
strong emotions, and ought not to expect them, 
in reference to religion, any more than other sub- 
jects that interest the mind. The best way to 
know our feelings is, to see how they influence 
the conduct. “By their fruit ye shall know 
them.” 

4. Do not expect to find in your own case, 
every thing you have heard or read of in the ex- 
perience of others. For it may be that many 
things we hear and read of, are not correct feel- 
ings, and do not afford just grounds of confidence 
to any one; and if they are correct experience, it 
may be the experience ofa mature Christian, and 
not to be expected in the beginning of a religious 
life. It must be remembered that as no two 
countenances are formed alike, so no two hearts 
are fashioned alike, or placed in exactly the same 
circumstances ; and it would be as vain to seek 
all the varieties of Christian experience in one 
person, as to seek all varieties of human features 
in one face. 

5. Do not expect that the evidence desired 
will all come immediately and at once. It must 
come progressively as the result of continued ef- 
fort in obedience to the will of God. 

6. Do not suppose that religion is a principle 
of such self preserving energy, as that when 
once implanted in the soul it will continue to 
thgive and increase without effort. The plant 
of Divine grace can no more thrive without care, 
and diligent and patient cultivation, than can 
those rare and valued plants that demand the 
physical efforts and culture of man. God will 
not sustain and bring to maturity the work of 
grace, without your own voluntary concurrence 
in the diligent use of means. He will not do it 
any more than he would cause the harvest to 
whiten in the field of the sluggard. Indulge,

If some Chistians are more eminent than others, 
it is simply because they make more efforts to be 
so, and God aids these efforts. So that all 
worldly minded and indifferent Christians con- 
tinue in this state, because they do not choose to 
make efforts to get out of it. Any person can 
be an eminent Christian that chooses to be so. 
Christians are ‘too apt to feel as if eminence in 
piety was a distinction made by the sovereignty 
of God, and to suppose that high attainments are 
not within the reach of all, and that languid and 
inefficient piety is the result of Divine sovereign- 
ty rather than human negligence and sloth. A 
more false or more pernicious opinion cannot 
easily be adopted by Christians. The truth is, 
that the road to eminence in gifts and graces, 
and the means of obtaining them, are open to all 
who seek’'them; and if any do not attain them, 
it is owing to their own sloth and inefficiency, 
and not to any deficiency on the part of God in 
blessing diligent efforts. {t always pleases Him 
to crown with success the hand of the diligent, 
instead of the hand of the slothful, not only in 
temporal but in spiritual things. This thought 
cannot be too strongly impressed upon the minds 
of those who are just commencing Christian life. 
To them, peculiarly, are such promises as_thegg 
directed : “ Ask, and ye shall receive, seek and 
ye shall find, knock and it shall be opened unto 
you. Every one that asketh receiveth,” &c.

[Continued from our last number.] 


Wednesday, June 1. 


The committee of overtures reported a propo- 
sition from James Spencer, Esq. of Philadelphia, 
to present to the Assembly a tract of land, con- 
sisting of 225 acres, in the County of Bucks, 
(Penn.) for the establishment of a manual labor 
institution, for the benefit of young men, having 
the Christian ministry in view. ‘This proposal 
having been read, and as an overture from the 
Committee, accepted, was committed to Dr. Mar- 
tin, Messrs. Aikin, Bronson, ‘Taylor, and Piatt. 

The committee appointed to take into consi- 
deration the present organization of the Board 
of Education, and report on the expediency of 
making any alterations in the same, reported 
that it was, in the opinion of the committee, in- 
expedient, to make any alteration, at present, 
farther than an alteration in the 2d Article of the 
Constitution, in such a way as that it shall read 
thus, “ The Board shall consist of 67 members, 
elected by the General Assembly, of whom 32 
shall be ministers, and the remaining 33 male 
communicants in the Presbyterian church—One 
minister and one elder to be chosen from each 
Synod.” ‘This report was adopted. Nomina- 
tions were then made to fill the vacancies in the 
above mentioned Board, and for the additional 
members proposed by the committee. The elec- 
tion was made the order of the day for this af- 
ternoon. - 

The Assembly proceeded to the election of 
Directors for the Western Theological Semina- 
ry, when on counting the ballots, it appeared that 
the following persons were duly elected for the 
term of three years, viz. Ministers—Joseph 
Stockton, Samuel Tait, Robert G. Wilson, D. D. 
James Graham, Andrew C. Patterson, Thoma: 
D. Boyd, and James Wright. Elders—Aaron 
Kerr, Thomas Henry, and John Reynolds. 

The Assembly resumed the consideration of the 
report of the Commitiee on the report of the 





Board of Missions, when after some farther dis- 
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cussion, it was unanimously resolved, that with | 
the suggestions made by the Committee _for the 
consideration of the Board, the report be ¥éturn- | 
ed to the Board again for their disposal. 

N. B. The objectionable parts of this report | 
called forth, by far the longest and the warmest | 
discussion that the house had had, on any previ-' 
ous subject, and when the report was returned to 
the Board for their disposal, it was done with the | 
explicit understanding, that if the Board, in 
printing the report, should admit the said objec- 
tionable points to appear, they would do it on} 
their own, and not on the responsibility of the As- | 
sembly. 

A motion was made by Dr. Richards, that in 
accordance with usage, or of the course pursued 
the last year, a committee be appointed to lay be- 
fore the Assembly, a nomination of persons suita- 
ble to compose the aforementioned Board for the 
coming year. After a discussion soinewhat pro- 
tracted, a motion for postponement was made, in 
order to intruduce, another motion, for the elec- 
tion of the present Board, en masse. The motion 
for postponement, of course, came under debate, 
and occupied the attention of the house for some 
hours, when the Yeas and JVays being called for, 
the vote stood thus—Yeas 87, Nays 109. 

Among the persons who were heard on the 
preceding motion, were Drs. Richards, Greene, 
and M‘Dowell,—Messrs. Frost White, Kirk, 
Russell, Peters, M‘Cartee, Lathrop, Yale, Ford. 

The motion of Dr. Richards to appoint a Com- 
mittee of nomination, was accordinely taken up. 

After several gentlemen had spoken against 
this motion, Dr. Miller rose, and expressed his 
ardent desire that no farther obstacles might be 
thrown in the way of the appointment iff ques- 
tion—that he was in favor of it, as being in or- 
der, and according to usage, that he had perfect 
confidence in what appeared to be the majority 
of the house in this matter, and concluded by ex- 
pressing his deep regret at the diversity of senti- 
ment which had prevailed in relation to points 
discussed. 

The question being taken, was decided unani- 
mously in the affirmative; when a committee, 
consisting of Dr. Hillyer, and Messrs. Riddle, 
Chase, Bronson, Garrison, Jessup, and Anderson, 
were appointed. 

The unfinished business of yesterday, was ta- 
ken up, viz. the report of the Committee on the 
subject of Missions in the West. The reading 
of the report was called for, after which the Rev. 
Mr. Lowry from Indiana, occupied the floor for 
a considerable time, and in a calm and lueid 
manner, gave a statement of facts in relation to 
the aspect of things in the West; also, of his 
own views respecting any proposed union be- 
tween the Assembly’s Board of Missions and the 
American H. M. Society, when the Assembly 
Adjourned. : 

Thursday morning, June 2. 

An overture was read and_ adopted, it is a fol- 
lows: ‘The General Assembly again call the 
attention of the churches under its care, to the 
efforts now making, to colonize the free blacks of 
this country on the Western coast of Africa, and 
affectionately commend them to their earnest «t- 
tention, and zealous support; and it is partica- 
larly recommended to the Presbyterian churches 
throughout the United States, to take up collec- 
tions in aid of the American Colonization Socie- 
ty, on or about the fourth of July next.” 

The committees appointed to examine the ie- 
cords of the Synods of Albany, Virginia, Indi- 
ana, Tennessee, West Tennessee, Geneva, Wes- 
tern Reserve, Genessee, New York, Ohio, and 
New Jersey, reported respectively, and the re- 
cords were approved. 

The committees appointed to examine the re- 
cords of the Synods of South Carolina and Geor- 
gia, Pittsburgh, Utica, and Cincinnati, reported 
respectively that the records of said Synods had 
not been put into their hands. The committees 
were accordingly discharged. 

The Rey. Mr. Snodgrass reported, thatthe had 
received for the Assembly, the minutes of the 
late General Synod of the Associate Reformed 
Church.— Whereupon resolved, that agreeably, 
to a vote of said Synod, these records be depo- 
sited with the Session of the Spruce St. Church, 
now the 8th Presbyterian Church of Philadel- 
phia. 

The committee to whom was referred the 
votes for members of the Board of Edueation, 
reported,—when it appeared that the following 
persons were duly elecied for the term of four 
years, viz. Rev. H. Weed, of the Synod of Al- 
bany ; Rev. E. Phelps, of the Synod of Geneva ; 
Rev. S. Eaton, and Mr. A. Champion, of the 
Svnod of Genessee; Rev. Dr. Greene, and Rev. 
Messrs. R. Steele, W. L. M‘Caila, S. G. Win- 
chester, and Messrs. M. L. Bevan; J. M‘Mullen 
and H. M‘Keen, of the Synod of Philadelphia ; 
Rev. C. P. Storrs, and Mr. Z. Fitch, of the Sy- 
nod of the Western Reserve ; Rev. J. Matthews, 
D. D., and J. M. Ray, of the Synod of India- 
na; Rev. J. Blythe, and Mr. R. J. Breckenridge, 
of the Synod of Kentugky; Rev. J. Wither- 
spoon, of the Synod of North Carolina ; Rev. A. 
fagee, and Mr. D. Patton, of the Synod of 
Tennessee; Rev. C. Jennings, and Mr. F. 
Greedy, of the Synod of West Tennessee ; Rev. 
G. Potts, and Mr. J. Henderson, of the Synod 
of Mississippi and South Alabama; Rev. W. 
G, Frazer, and Mr. T. Lindsey, of the Synod of 
Illinois; Mr. ‘Thomas M‘Keen, of the Synod of 
New Jersey; H. B. Funk, of the Synod of Cin- 
cinnati; C. M‘Intire, of the Synod of South Ca- 
rolina; S, Thompson, of the Synod of Pitts- 
burgh. 

The Assembly resumed the report of the Com- 
mittee on the subject of missions in the West. 
After considerable discussion, the motion for in- 
definite postponement was withdrawn, for the 
purpose of introducing a substitute. ‘The latter 
motion prevailed, and the substitute was discuss- 
ed at considerable length—when the house ad- 
journed. 

On convening, the committee to whom was 
referred an overture from the 3d Presbytery of 
New York, on the subject of the commissioner’s 
fund, reported, and their report being read, was 
puton the docket. 

A protest signed by a number of individuals, 
against the admission of members of standing 
committees to seats in this assembly, to act in 
the character of Ruling Elders, was entered on 
the minutes; Mr. Lathrop, Mr. Patton, and Mr. 
Calvert were appointed a committee on the part 
of the Assembly, to answer this protest. 

The committee appointed to nominate a Board 
of Missions, made a report which was accepted. 
A motion was made to lay it on the table. Af 
ter considerable discussion the Assembly united 
in praver for Divine direction. A motion was 
then made to postpone the aforesaid motion, in 
order to take up a substitute for the report of the 
Committee on missions in the West. 


Friday morning, June 3. 

The Committee to whom was referred the re- 
port of the Western Theologica! Seminary, made 
the following report, which was adopted, viz. 
Resolved that the sum of $7,700 be appropri- 
ated for the use of the said Sefninary, out of the 
funds in the hands of the Board of Directors, 
viz. $2,700 towards the salary of the Professor 
and feacher in the Seminary, and $5,000 for the 
completion of the building. 

Resolved, that the Assembly contemplate with 
deep interest, the prosperity and necessities of 
this Theological Seminary, and recommend to 
the Churches under their care, to aid by contri- 
butions, the Board of Directors in their efforts to 
complete their building, and plan the institution 
on a foundation of permanent usefulness. 

The report of the Committee to whom was 
referred the question, whether Baptism by a Pa- 
pist Priest ought to be considered as valid, was 
taken up; when it was resolved to refer said re- 
port to the consideration of the next General 
Assembly. 

The Assembly proceeded to the unfinished bu-

In Monroe County, N. ¥.—A correspondent at Ro- 
chester, under date of May 30, writes as follows :

MEETING WITH REFERENCE TO THE LATE 
MR. EVARTS. 

Ata meeting of Gentlemen at the Tract So- 
ciety’s House on the 8th of June, 1831, conven- 
ed_for.the purpose of considering the character 
of the late Mr. Evarts, and of gratefully acknow- 
ledging the divine favor to him, and to the 
church and the world through his instrumentali- 
ty—Mr. Eleazar Lord was appointed Chairman, 
and Mr. John Nitchie, Secretary. After prayer, 
by the Rev. Benjamin Rice, the meeting was 
addressed by the Rev. Mr. Anderson, of Boston, 
Rev. Dr. Spring, Rev. Edward Beecher, of Illi- 
nois, Rev. Benjamin Rice, Rev. Dr. Matthews, 
Mr. 8. V. S. Wilder, Mr. Zechariah Lewis, and 
Mr. Rockwell, of Savannah, whose intimate ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Evarts enabled them to 
bring very fully into view his character as a man 
and a christian in the relations of private- and 
public life, and his agency and influence in re- 
spect to the benevolent enterprises of the day.— 
The following resolutions were then unanimous- 
ly adopted, and the exercises were closed with 
prayer by Rev. Dr. Matthews. 

Resolved, That in view of the life and charac- 
ter of the late Jeremiah Evarts, we feel it to bea 
privilege and duty to express our grateful acknow- 
ledgments for the goodness of God in raising him 
up and qualifying him for the various public sta- 
tions which he filled, and endowing him with those 
great intellectual and moral gifts and powers, 
for which he was distinguished, and to which we 
owe his bright example, and his extensive and 
beneficent influence : And contemplating him as 
a servant and follower of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
we would bear our testimony to his worth, as 
one who devoted himself to constant labors and 
prayers for the well being and salvation of men 
throughout the world ; who by the purity of his 
mind, and the simplicity and godly sincerity of 
his deportment, secured the affection and respect 
of those who knew him, and by his intelligence, 
candor, faithfulness, and integrity, acquired the 
confidence of the public ; and who by the great 
principles which governed his conduct, by his 
enlarged views of the interests of the human 
race, the designs of Providence, and the duties 
and prospects of the church, by his enlightened 
and fervent piety, by the consecration of his ta- 
lents and acquirements to the most responsible, 
laborious and difficult services, by his self denial, 
perseverance and zeal, his humility and faith, his 
conspicuous and edifying example, in life, and at 
death, was an eminent benefactor of the church 
and the world. 

Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge the 
goodness of God to our American churches, and 
to the heathen world, by which our departed 
friend was enabled, for nearly. ten years, so to 
discharge the responsible duties of Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, as to secure for 
that Board the confidence of our churches, and 
the respect and admiration of numerous friends 
of missions in European and other foreign coun- 

ries. 

Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge, 
also, the Divine goodness in the important agen- 
cy, which our departed friend was enabled to 
exert, during the twenty years past, in relation 
to most of the great religious enterprises of the 
present day; particularly, while editor of a dis- 
tinguished monthly journal, in exposing danger- 
ous errors which were destroying the vitality of 
religion in many of the New England churches, 
and in powerful exhibitions and illustrations of 
Scriptural truth, which were_among the princi- 
pal means employed. by the Holy Spirit in pre- 
paring the way for the subsequent revivals of re- 
ligion in that part of our country: also, in most 
valuable aid, rendered at various times, in devi- 
sing plans and prosecuting measures for promo- 
ting domestic missions—for the multiplication 
and distribution of the Holy Scriptures and reli- 
gious Tracts—for the education of pious young 
men for the Gospel ministry, and for the sancti- 
fication of the Christian Sabbath ; and, finally, 
in that cause which occupied much of the last 
two yaars of his life—which called forth some of 
the most vigurous efforts of his mind, and which, 
while the intense solicitude, occasioned by the 





magnitude of its inevitable consequences apon 
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the aborigines of our country and upon our na- 
tional character, shortened the period of his 
earthly labors—secured for hima rank among 
the acknowledged philanthropists of our race, 
and made him widely and conspicuously known 


as THE FRrienp OF THE INDIANS.

It is known to many of our readers, that a set~ 
tlement of colored persons, chiefly from the state 
of Ohio, from which they were driven by legal 
enactments, has been made at Wilberforce, Up- 
per Canada, under favorable auspices... A public 
meeting was lately held at this settlement, when 
a committee was appointed to solicit aid from 
the different religious congregations of the Uni- 
ted States, to enable the colony to better their 
condition under the protection of the British Ca- 
nadian Government, that has offered an asylum 
to this colored population. The committee have 
issued a Circular Address, which we subjoin, and

We, the undersigned, members and Girectors 
of the Wilber ‘Sétilement, have been ap- 
pointed to%solicite your kind exertions in our be- 
half in youfieongregation, On or about that ever 
memorable day,the fourth of July, when all men 
were declared to be Free and equa. Unfortu- 
nately the Etheopian race was overlooked in this 
declaration.

As no 
one rose to give them water, they got up, and 
drank of the rum to intoxication. Efforts were 
made for their relief; one was brought to—the 
other died.—JVew Hampshire Chronicle. :

The 
genuine child of God has a relish for holiness— 
and this alone is sufficient to urge him forward 
in the Christian race. Every ray of light re- 
flected upon his understanding, is cherished and 
followed, and he feels no disposition or desire to 
close up the avenue through which it is commu- 
nicated. To such Christians this appeal addres- 
ses itself, and with them it will meet with a fa- 
vorable reception. The author has tested the

SAILOR’S REST ASYLUM. 

April 4, the friends of this institution held a meeting at 
the Asylum, in London. 

The Rev. G. C. Smith, who presided, proceeded to ad- 
dress the meeting, and observed, that though the placé’ in 
which they were met was of a very humble character, 
possessing no external display, it was a ple in which con- 
siderable good had been done. 

In this Asylum the gospel was preached every evening, 
and every mornigg the scriptures and prayers were read. 
Such a course it was evident must be, and had proved 
beneficial in operating on the conduct of the inmates; 
and who could tell that more lasting and glorious results 
might not follow? He called upon the steward of the 
Asylum, who cited several interesting cases of distress, 
which had been relieved by the Socicty ; and gave some 
pleasing accounts of some who had been inmates of the 
Asylum. Many of them had obtained ships, and as often 
as they returned to London, made their appearance at the 
Mariner’s Church, or Galilee Chapel ; and instances had 
been known of some walking a!l the way from Greenwich 
or Deptford, to one or the other of these places ; and when 
asked why they had not gone to some place of worship 
nearer at hand, they declared they did not know of any 
other place. Mr. Smith remarked on this, that it was no 
wonder a poor sailor should form such an idea, having never 
perhaps entered a church or a chapel before he was intro- 
duced by this Society ; and, indeed, it was true, strictly 
speaking, there were no other places for sailors. Ifa poor 
sailor were to enter our splendid churches or respectable 
chapels, it was well known he would find no accommoda- 
tion ; on the contrary, he would be considered an unwel- 
come visitor. Instances had occurred of sailors being told 
to go out, because they smelt of tar, and the ladies and 
gentlemen did not like it. Really he did not know what 
this country would have done without tar and the targ_to- 
gether; and the tar bucket, disagreeable as it might be to 
some, had been one of the country’s best friends. At the 
Mariner’s Church, and Galilee Chapel, the smell of tar 
was perfectly agreeable, and poor Jack knew there was a 
seat for him, and that he was always welcome, and there- 
fore it was no wonder he should come a long way, passing 
by other places, and coming to,that which seemed to be 
his own home, or, as it werey on board his own ship. 
Some men in the Asylum, ans, Americans, and all 
countries, then stood forward, and gave, in answer to 

uestions put to them, some affecting accounts of their 
isasters by sea and land, which had reduced them to 
their present destitute condition,

DESTRUCTION OF THE WICKED. 


And shall utterly perish in their own corrup- 
tion.” —2 Pet. ii. 12. 

These things will fall, with greatest weight, 
on the more daring workers of iniquity ; but they 
apply to all, who sin beyond the day of grace, 
the reach of mercy, and go down to hell. 

Utterly : that is, finally and eternally. This 
refers to their last state, or condition— the condi- 
tion in which they will always remain. It also 
shows that their destruction will be complete, en- 
tire, or perfect ; so that not a single particle of 
favor is, or ever will be, within their reach. 

Perish: T'o perish is to be destroyed. Sinners 
prefer temporal life to eternal ; but this will soon 
cease or perish. ‘To the wicked, this will be pe- 
rishing with a witness; for their temporal life 
will issue in eternal death: death the second will 
seize upon them with omnipotent power. O the 
dreadful grasp! the pangs of the second death ! 

The possessions of the wicked will soon flee 
away—their treasures wi!l vanish—they will soon 
find their only possession in the lake of everlast- 
ing fire and brimstone. ‘The earth and earthly 
things, now so much prized by the wicked, will 
soon be all on fire, and he burned up forever. 

Their pleasures, too, will perish, will come to 
a finalend. ‘Their songs, and mirth, and carnal! 
satisfactions, will soon be gone—gone so far as 
never to return. ‘Their honors too will leave 
them. ‘They will leave their glory behind them 
—lose their honors “ in a dream,” and “ awake 
in hell.” Such are the prospects, even of the 
great men of the earth. 

Their hopes will vanish. The foundation of all 
the hopes of thie wicked, isnot better than a_spi- 
der’s web. The breath of the “ King of terrors” 
will sweep that foundation away—the blaze of 
the furnace will quickly consume the web; an 
eternal period will soon be put to all their hopes. 
When this is done, their gods are all taken away, 
and what have they more ?—Nothing—nothing 
but hell itself—nothing but what grows in the 
gterile regions of everlasting fire—they will starve 
for ever. 

Corruption: The primary use of the word is 
to designate the contents of ulcerated or putrify- 
ing sores. God uses this similitude to represent, 
and illustrate, the plague of the heartzethe di- 
sease of the soul—the wickedness of men—-the 
spirit of wickedness, and the practice flowing 
from it. 

In this corruption, sinners shall utterly perish. 
They will be given up of God, and abandoned to 
the lusts and inclinations of their own hearts—to 
the suggestions, influence, and guidance of Satan. 
They will be confirmed in wickedness 3; and their 
wicked habits and character will be so establish- 
ed, that there will be neither prospect, probabili- 
ty, nor hope of their reformation, or recovery.— 
That corrupt fountain, the heaft,; now sends 
forth streams of pollution, in every direction; so 
that every thing they handle, taste, or touch, is 
contaminated 3 and the moral atmosphere, which 
they breathe, is corrupted, polluted, poisonous 
and deadly. 

It will always be thus with such as die in their 
sins, with this variation—they will always grow 
worse and worse. Evil men and seducers, wax 
Worse and worse now ; and when once gone to 
hell, they will do so forever. The fountain of 
corruption—of iniquity—of death—will always 
grow deeper ; the streams that flow from it will 
grow deeper, and broader, and become more and 
more rapid: Their impetuosity in sin will be al- 
ways increasing. Thus they will utterly perish, 
and be perishing in their own corruption. Let 
us look at a few items of that eternal corruption. 

Men, natural men, even here, are sipremelyv 
selfish. ‘They love themselves above all. They 
care more about themselves, than thev do about 
God, and all the men and angels, that God ever 
made. In them that finally perish, their love of 
self will grow stronger and stronger, in propor- 
tion to the enlargement of their minds, for ever 
and ever. Thus their corruption will continue 
and increase. 

Natural men are very proud. They think too 
highly of themselves ; and feel themselves to be 
better than their neighbors. Conscience may 
tell them better ; and, in their understandings 
they may know that others are better than they 5 
but their proud hearts feel otherwise—-they usu- 
ally feel that they are, at least, a little better than 
others. This is not all; they feel themselves to 
be as cood as God himself, and sometimes better ; 
for they quarrel with his administration ; and 
fee] that, if God would listen to them, they could 
teach him better. God says to such an one,— 
“ Thou thoughtest that I was altogether such an 
one as thyself.” "Thus they reduce the “ High 
and Lofty One” to their own level—or raise 
themselves to an equality with him. This is in- 
finite pride. Let them go down to hell with it, 
and it will last for ever—will always rise higher 
and higher, in proportion to the ever growing 
capacity of their finite minds.

With few exceptions, the village with 
deep and doleful shades, exhibits the picture of 
desolation. I shall not attempt a description of 


ken windows and doors—the barns shattered to 
pieces, and the houses tumbling down. It is 
more important for us to look at the cause of the 
destruction of that which once promised to be 
so fair and lovely. 

Other causes might have had some influence, 
but [ think we may find the principal, if not the 
sole moving cause, in the fact that the early set- 
tlers of that place, and especially the more pro- 
minent men, were not Sabbath keeping or meet- 
ing going men. Wf they believed in a God, they 
did not believe in the Bible. They regarded the 
Christian religion as a fable, its institutions non- 
sense. Consistently with their creed, they need- 
ed no Bible relizion—no Sabbath day religion, . 
to secure the perinanent prosperity of their Set~ 
tlement. ‘They tried the experiment, and in 
about one quarter of a century we see the result ; 
a result, which few of those who commenced the 
experiment, have lived to see. O that survivors 
would learn wisdom from the folly of those who 
have zone before tiem. 

It may be said, however, that other vices be- 
sides that of profanation of the Sabbath have 
had their influence in destroving the place... ‘This 
is granted. Siuiil, it is evident to my mind, that 
these other vices are the direct and necessary 
fruit produced by the profanation of the Sabbath. 
Twelve or fifteenears ago, while preaching in 
that place on the Sabbath, boys might be seen 
in that vicinity, playing ball. Suppose you that 
these boys would be slow in learning to lie, and 
steal, and swear, and drink, and gamble, on a 
larger scale? The seeds ef ruin had been al- 
ready sown in their hearts, by the example and 
influence of their parents, and these lads were 
then watering the plants which have since 
brought forth in such abundance the grapeseot 
Sodom, and the clusters @f Gomorrah. 

Let the institution of the Sabbath be pervert- 
ed from its original design—let it cease to be im- 
proved as a day ta increase holiness in the hearts 
of the pious, and to commence holiness in the 
hearts of the impenitent ; and it will of course 
become a day of idleness and dissipation—a day 
to increase and strengthen the principle of wick- 
edness in the hearts of veteran sinners, and to 
train up from among the young a generation, 
who shall neither fear God nét.regard man.

UNIVERSALIST MINISTERS. - 

In the renunciation of Universalism, by Rev. 
J. S.Thompson, published in 2 +cceee number of 
the Soldier, lic remarks, that during the first yéSzs 
of his connection with the Universalisis as a 
preacher, he was changing from place to place, 
preaching to new societies, and did not remain 
among any people long enough to observe the 
real tendency of the sentiments which he advan- 
ced and preached. Now, [ think, that on in- 
quiry, it will be found to bea fiet, that the great- 
er part of the Universalist preachers in this coun- 
try, preach in various places, and do not reside 
sufficiently long in one place to become acquaint 
ed with the real and legitimate effect of their doc 
trines. Lam persuaded that some of them, af 
least, are not aware of the immoral tendency of 
their preaching, and the fact that they do not 
preach and continue in any one place, (as a ge- 
neral thing,) for any length of time, tends to 
lead them into error on this point. In cities and 
large towns, it will probably be found that the 
Universalist preachers are personally acquainted 
with only a smali number of their hearers. A 
considerable portion of their audience, I suppose, . 
is made up of occasional hearers, who are wan- 
derers or strangers ; so that settled ministers, or 
stated preachers, in cities and large towns, have 
not an opportunity of learning what influence 
their preaching exerts. 

It is an undeniable fact, that in those places 
where this doctrine has been preached a sufticien 
leneth of time to exert any considerable influence, 
its effects have been detrimental to public morals. 
This, it seems to me, cannot fail to be seen by 
Universalist preachers, unless they close their 
eves against the most convincing proof. The 
effects of this doctrine upon the hearts and lives 
of men, are no more like those produced by the 
gospel, than are the destructive eflects of a torna; 
do or a pestilence like the vivifying rays of thé 
sun.—Christian Soldier.

RULES FOR SUNDAY SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


Endeavor to be punctual in attendance, and 
be in your place at the opening of school.

Be careful to mark the scholars present and 
absent; a strict observance to do this will be no- 
ticed by the scholars, and induce them to attend 
punctually. 

Prohibit all idle talk among your scholars du- 
ring school hours; and while one is reading or 
reciting, let the class attend to their place in their 
books, individually. 

Before the dismission of your class give some 
good advice or instruction, in however short a ¢ 
way. ‘Ten words will be better than nothing, 
and there will generally be time for so much, al-* 
ter the lessons are gone through with. 

Whenever possible, call upon absent scholars, 
to ascertain the cause of their non-attendance.—
